The 
purpose would be aa oft the record discussion ef the miaaloa and function 
of the Agency, ft was suggested that Welsh furnish a list of the individuals 
involved aad we would couetder the matter further. 

George Murphy from the staff of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
energy called to inquire if the Agency could store four or five safes for the 
Committee. The files contained classified material and were considered 
dead files. After the matter ie checked further, Murphy will be advised. 

Requested the Security Office to furnish available data thay have 
concerning the adequacy of the physical security of certain Ceagrese tonal 
committee offices. Considerable experience has been gained by tile 
Security Office through assistance to various offices on the Hill.
